Dr. George Homan, Health Commissioner, 
who was a delegate to the late Pan-American 
Medical from st. Louis and who re- 
turned to the city last week after making a 
tour of the Eastern cities, has some inter- 
esting experiences to relate. 

Since his return the doctor has been too 
dusy to submit to a formal interview, but 
this morning a Post-Dispatca reporter found 
him in a talkative mood and asked him 
what objects had been accomplished by the 
congress in the way of suggesting !improve- 
ments for the sanitary condition of large 
cities. 

„n must be remembered,’’ the doctor 
said, ‘*that the work of the congress em- 
braced the whole field of medicine in all its 
manifold departments and specialties, and 
that preventive medicine proper fell within 
the scope of any section, namely, that on 
hygiene, demography and climatology; but 
the attendance at the meetings of this sec- 
tion wes larger than that at any of the 
others, showing the interest medical men 
are taking in the matter of prevention 


of diseases as wellascure. The entire West-

matter of improving the general sabitary 


condition of large cities will appear, but the 
interchan of views, the friendly inter- 
course of those representing different peo- 
ples, andthe pleasant acquaintances made 
on such occasions cannot but lead to more 
liberal ideas and enlightened conceptions as 
to the right methods of sanitary work in all 
its branches. 
IMPURE WATER.

**The forms of intestinal diseases most rife 
in cities are concededly due in large part to 
impurities contained in drinking water, and 


the tenor of all discussion on this point urged 
a watchful scrutiny of the sources and mode 
of handling of all public supplies to prevent 
or correct contamination, and to secure pri- 
vate sources against like evil. This applies 
directiy to st. uls and every citizen should 
give it heed.’’ 

Was the Chicago canal drainage system 
discussed?’’

The 
entire sewage ofthe Fair Grounds, ranging 
in dally quantity from 38,000,000 to 16, 000 , 000 
gallons, and representing the waste of per- 
haps a quarter of a million people,is pumped 
to a central station, there treated with 
chemicals, the clear water returned tothe 
lake and the sediment compressed into 
cakes and used as fuel. The 
stupid and offensive practice of 
pouring such .foul liquids into open 
channels can find no defense save in ignor- 
— and tnat will not be accepted much 
onger.’’ 

“Did you investigate the systems in vogue 
in Washington, Baltimore, New York, Phila- 
delphia, and other Eastern cities with re- 
gard to the rules governing dispensaries, 
ambulance service, eto. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE, 

„Tes, I have looked pretty closely into 
these matters in all the cities mentioned, ex- 
cept Philadelphia. All have some good 
points and others that appear not as good. 


1 was not satisfied that the personal 
liberty of those charged by 
police others with insanity 
are in all places sufficiently secure.

sideration. The fact that only 388,000 eligibie 
men could be secured ina city ot over halt a 
million population is explained by the num 
ber of classes excused from jury duty by the 
Statute. These are practitioners of medi- 
cine, lawyers, druggists, clergymen, ferry 
keepers, persons in active charge of flour 
milis, professors or teachers, men over 6 
years of age, navigators, railroad employes, 
Officials of the United States, State of Mis~ 
scuri, city of St. Louis, including policemen 
and firemen and persons employed by offi- 
clals. Jury lists are drawn once in two years, 
and many of the names are not needed. Of 
the old list 12,000 of the 33,000 were never 
drawn from the box. 


WILL BE REFURNISHED. 


Mr. Kingsland’s Complaint Results Bene- 
ficially for the U. O. Legation in Mexico. 


When President L. D. Kingsland of the St. 
Louis Spanish Club came back from Mexico 
recently, he told a PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter 
ofthe disgraceful condition of the American 
Consulate at thdt place. The matter was 
brought to public attention through the 
columns of this paper and attracted the at- 
tention of Senator George Vest. He inclosed 


the publication to the Secretary of State and 
called his attention to the allegations con- 
tained therein. He has received in reply the 


follow ing letter: 
DEPARTMENT OF ETATE, 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22, 1898. 


To the Hon. George G. Vest, Senate: 


Sin—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter ot the 16th inst., addressed to the 
Secretary of State, and of the extract therewith in- 
closed from the St. Louis Post-DisPaTcHu referring 
to the ‘‘depiorable condition of the office occu- 
pied by our Legation in Mexico. 

A request from our Minister there for an allow- 
ance for addilional furniture is now under favorable 
consideration. In allotting this class of expenses 
among the foreign missions the departmentis much 
restricted by the reduction of the Contingent appro- 
priation to an amount inadequate for the current 
needs of the service, and in the desire to avoid sa 
deficit on this account preference is usually given to 
such articles of omee furniture as are most imme- 
diately contemplated in the language of the 
appropriation for the condaes of the cierical busi- 
ness in such as desks, Dook-cases and office supplies, 
reserving accessories of ornament and personal 
comfort, such as carpets, upholstered furniture and 
the like, until it can be found whether the appropri- 
ation will bear an additional expense therefor within 
moderate limits. 

Com parison of the American Legations with those 
of other Powers is often made without considering 
the fact that in the case of the British representa- 
tives, the legation is generaliy owned by the 
Government and furnished throughout at 
publie cost for residential as well as 
office purposes. The legations of the United States 
being orgauised on a differeut basis, it has not been 
found expedient in the absence of permanent quar- 
ters to accumulate furniture which is exposed to in- 
jury on the frequent oceasions when it must be re- 
moved or stored onachange in the head of the 
mission. 

In view, however, of the exceptienal sition of 
the United States Legation in Mexico, and the large 
amousnt of business there transacted, an effort will 
be made to allow additions! furniture for the recep- 
tion room. I have the honor to be, sir, your obe-

NO EXCUSE FOR SMOKE. 
The Post-DiIsPaAToH has solved the ques- 


tion of burning the smoke and doing away, 


with the smoke nuisance. For the past 
two weeks a device has been placed upon 
the boiler plant of the Post-DIsPATCH 
which has almost entirely absorbed the 
smoke. A careful weighing of the fuel 
used shows a slight gain in favor of the 
device, with the result of more steam and 
cleaner flues. 

A matter of more interest to the various 
owners of steam plants affected by the 
smoke ordinance is the question of cost. 
Our device, which is not patented, can be 
applied toany plant at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $10 to $15. The public interested are 
invited to calland see for themselves that 
the smoke can be controlled and for trifling 
cost, ä 
Certainly, if the smoke nuisance can be 
remedied at such asmall cost thereis no 
user of steam who is not patriotic and 
law-abiding enough to apply this remedy. 
One of the most damaging annoyances St. 
Louis has had to contend with has been 
the clouds of smoke which have obscured 
the city, injured ite goods and wares, be- 
grimed its buildings and given it a black 
eye in the minds of strangers. 

The device referred to was made and ap- 
plied in this office and can be applied to 
any plant whether large or small. The 
principle is an old one, reapplied, and was 
passed upon yesterday by the Smoke In- 
spector and pronounced thoroughly satis- 


factory. 


AN END OF TRAIN ROBBING. 

The Post-DIsPATCH’s remedy for train 
robbing has been very satisfactorily tried 
and vindicated in the two latest attempts 
to rob trains. 

The ease and safety with which one or 
two determined trainmen, assisted 
by a passenger who happened to have 
a  shot-gun, can defeat a band 
of four train robbers, permitting 
only one to escape and him in such a 
disabled condition that his capture is pret- 
ty well assured, was demonstrated a few 
days ago at Centralia, III. 

The ease and safety with which a ‘small 
Sheriff’s posse, posted in the cars and 
warned of a contemplated attack upon the 
train,can kill or capture the whole attack- 
ing party, was demonstrated in the more 
recent case at St. Joseph, Mo. 

Robbers are not going to molest the 
trains of any road which makes such 
effective resistance the rule rather than 
the exception. 

The foolish notion that trains cannot be 
protected without endangering the lives of 
passengers, and that any arming of train- 
men for the protection of trains would 
scare passengers and make them pre- 
fer some other route, will have 
to be abandonéd by every company 
that does notchoose to advertise its ex- 
press cars, and perhaps the  pocket- 
books, watches and jewelry of its pas- 
sengers, as an unresisting prey to every 
lone robber or squad of three or four 
tramps in quest of a safe and easy. job of 
looting, which can be done by simply 
stopping the train at night, firing a few 
pistol shots in the darkness and walking 
off with the booty. 

This stupid policy—this standing invita- 
tion to all needy. men to go out and fill 


their purses by robbing trains—is respon - 


sible for the rapid spread and alarming 
But the 


cure by showing railroad managers that 
they must find the natural, proper and 
most effective remedy jn a reversal of the 
course they have pursued. 

The risk of being caught, convicted and 
punished by law, after looting a defense- 
less train by night at some lonely spot, is 
not great enough to discourage train rob- 
bers. Public sentiment approves and the 
law not only justifies but on-

Senator Stewart is unnecessarily alarmed 
over President Cleveland’s interference 
with legislative matters and his alleged 
attempt at coercion. 

It is true that Mr. Oileveland has used 
certain” expressions which were not well 
chosen. He has referred to the Senate and 
House in terms not exactly disrespectful 
but lacking in the quality of distinguished 
onsideration which is supposed to be the 
basis of communication between Congress 
andthe Executive. He never said that 
Senators and Representatives were fools, 
‘but he has hinted that many of them were 
not so wise as they might be. 

These prickly utterances, however, do 
not indicate a dark design to subvert the 


constitution, destroy thé liberties of the 


people and establish an autooracy, as Sen- 
ator Ste seems to think. They simply 
mean that the President is a man of strong 
convictions, aggressive, self-willed and 
full of confidence in himself. They also 
show that he himself is not so wise as he 
might be, in which respect he is pretty 
much like most other men, 

No, President Cleveland is not a man 
whose light can be hidden under a bushel. 
If he were he would not be‘fit for the ex- 
alted position to which he has been chosen. 
He exerts as much influence on Congress 
as he can, but this is exactly what every 
other President has done. He is deter- 
mined to have things his own way and so 
far as is known he has never resorted to 
unlawful or unprecedented means to ac- 
complish his purpose. 

The question is whether or not his way 
is satisfactory to the country. If itis, no 
frenzied protest will ayall against him. If 
itis not, he will fing it out when a new 
upper servant of the) people is chosen to 
succeed him and udo his work. 


A PRACTICAL JOKE. 


When the morning hour in the Senate 
expired yesterday Senator Stewart was 
speaking on his resolution declaring that 
‘*the independence of the co-ordinate 
branches of the government must be main- 
tained.’’ The Wilson repeal bill was then 
taken up and the Senator asked to be al- 
lowed to continue his speech, saying that 
his ‘‘remarks would apply with equal per- 
tinence to the repeal bill.’’ 

This is one of the humors of obstruction. 
The Senator’s speech is of a reversible 
sort, good for all questions. It is a contri- 
bution to the science of government and 
the science of finance. Itis always perti- 
nentandin a parliamentary government 
tempered with obstruction, always in or- 
der. Itisa joke, dreary and long-drawn- 
out, but still a joke, almost as good as the 
Senator himself. 

But it is a very practical joke, and the 
victims number an overwhelming majority 
of about 70,000,000 people. Only a very 
few see any fun in it, and those, only be- 
cause it prolongs the life of an infamous 
law outof which a small numberof the 
Senator’s constituents are making a lot of 
money at the expense of the rest of the coun- 
try. Meanwhile business waits fora re- 
vival of confidence expected to follow re- 
peal. The joke is a good one, perhaps, 
but it is not appreciated by the sufferers. 

Obstruction in the present emergency is 
an offense rising almost to the dignity of a 
crime. It has not the excuse of patriotism 
nor even of partisan advantage, for it is 
not in the interest of any party. It is 
**pure business.’’ Those who indulge in 
it insult the Senate and discredit it in the 
eyes of the people. Senator Stewart’s 
avowal that his speech applies to two un- 
related questions is g bit of impudence 
worthy of a ward politician, but which 
certainly ought not to be tolerated in a 
serious legislative body. He and his fel- 
low-obstructionists should be made to feel 
the displeasure of the people. They are 
postponing settlement of the money ques- 
tion and involving the country in endless

They then inhab- 
ited all the country south of the Zambezi 
and the Limpopo Rivers. This state of af- 
fairs continued until 1889, when the 
British South African Co. was chartered. 
The charter of the company is the same as 
the old East Indian Co. and is very valuable. 

In 1889 the company made a treaty with 
Lo Bengula, the Matabeles’ chief, whereby 
for 1,000 Martini Henry rifies, 100, 000 rounds 
of ammunition and an allowance of $500 per 
month he ceded tothem the western rtion 
of the country known as Mashonalap 

The Matabeles area very intelligent set of 
Zulus, and knowing that as soon as the white 
man got hisfootinthe country they would 
be driven out made an awful uproar about 
the King signing the treaty and to save him- 
self old Lo Bengulaor old Uncle Lo Ben as 
the whites call him, declared that the 
treaty was forced from him by fraud.

When the bullding had progressed to the 
second story and was nearing completion, 
there appeared an advertisement in the 
Legal Record, wherein the 80x247 feet of 
ground. owned dy Rees Jones on Michigan 
avenue, north of Bates street, 
was set down to be sold,

L. Hornsby named as trustee. When Mr. I. 
F. Reise of the Reise Lumber Co., who fur- 
nished the lumber for the bullding, saw the 
advertisement he thought he saw a game to 
do him up.

THE MEN CONTROLLING IT HAVE TO 
BUY A POLITICAL PULL 


Starter Dick Dwyer Explains the Situa- 
tion—Meeting of the Pastime Club— 
How Frank Shaw Saves by His New 
Betting Scheme — General Sporting 
News. 


The fact that Champion Corbett and 
Charlie Mitchell have now both signed to 
fight at Coney Island next December, coupled 
with the news thatthe highly moral element 
of King’sCounty will make a determined effort 
to stop the show, has renewed the discussion 
in pugilistic circles all over the country as to 
whether John Y. McKane, the political boss 
of Coney Island and mogulof the club-house 
by the sea, will be powerful enough to stave 
offany interference with the contest. Me kane, 
besides being the absolute boss of the Coney 
Island or Gravesend district, repre sents it in 
the King’s County Board of Supervisors and 
is Uhief of Police during the summer season. 
Judge Richard Newton, the matchmaker of 
the athletic club, is one of his lieutenants in 
the management of Coney Island politics, in 
addition to being Police Justice of the dis- 
trict. The John T. McKane Association con- 
trols nearly 2,000 votes in Kings County, and 
McKane 1s, in consequence, one of the right 
bowers of Hugh McLaughlin, the absolute 
boss of the city of Brooklyn and Kings 
County. The State laws of New York permit 
boxing exhibitions, but no one denys that 
the Coney Island Club has been having real 
bnock-out contests in its arena. 

McKane’s influence has been such, how- 
ever, that no one has interfered with the 
game up to date, and tt can be relied upon 
that the ambitious Gov. Flower is not anxious 
tomakean enemy of the all-powerful Mc- 
Kane and his patron, McLaughlin, the ruler 


of Kings County. The Governor and District 
Attorney Ridgeway, a protege of McLaugn- 
lin, arethe only two officials in New \ork 
State that can siop the exhibition or fight. 
Ridgeway, unless ordered by the State Ex 
ecutive, will hardly doso, which leaves the 
question as to whether or not the authorities 
willinterfere with Gov. Flower to decide. 
The fact that the Governor would like to be 
re-elected for anotherterm, and with Mc- 
Lauxchiin and McKane against him, such 
would be an almost impossibility, bas re- 
sulted in the knowing ones concluding that it 
is more than an even break the fight will 
take place. Of course if the law and order 
element of New York State get up and make 
a determined effort it cannot be denied, 
Gov. Flower may take a hand. It will have 
to bea very long and unanimous kick, how- 
ever, before Flower will jump in and inter- 
tere with the Gravesend boss’ plans. 

starter Dick Dwyer, of the course across 
the river, comes from Coney Island and is a 
member of the McKane Association. ‘‘All 
this talk about Supt. Byrnes of New York 
City preventing the fight because certain 
New York politicians donot Ike Mitchell 1s 
nonsnse,’’ sald Dick yestercay. ‘‘iyrnes 
could no more stop that fightthan Chief of 
Police Harrigan of this city.
